Roman Catholics Concerned About 
Their General Public Image

WASHINGTON — (BP) — 
Roman Catholic§ are so con- 
cerned about “the image of 
the Church, the way the Catho- 
lic Church appears to the gen- 
eral public,” that they are be- 
ing advised to do something 
about it the next four years 
and beyond, 

In an article on “lessons 
from the election’ in Our Sun- 
day Visitor, National Catholic 
Action weekly, Donald J. Thor- 
man said; “more than one 
American Catholic was jolted 
out of his complacency during 
the past few months. Somehow 
since 1928 many of us have 
gotten the idea that our non- 
Catholic neighbors all see the 
church as we do — a spiritual 
organization concerned with 
the salvation of souls and not 
a political power group seek- 
ing dominance over the govern- 
ment of the United States.” 

One of the lessons from the 
campaign, bemoaned the arti- 
cle, is the fact that the Roman 
Catholic Church has ‘‘failed to 
project the true image of the 
Church to a large segment of 
our fellow Americans.”’ A large 
part of the blame, according 
to Mr. Thorman, lies at the 
feet of Catholic laymen who 
have not interpreted their 
church to their neighbors as 
they should and who have fail- 
ed to understand what they 
have been told by the Pope 
and their Bishops.

The most important emphasis in New Testament 
ism is personal witnessing. Jesus was a personal soul 
ner, and taught disciples to be witnesses of Him. |The 
book of Acts is largely an historical record of how these 











early Christians carried out the commission of Christ that 

all Christians should be witnesses. . 
Probably the weakest point in modern evangelism is in 

the field of personal witnessing. Most of our church mem- 


bers simply do not do personal soul winning. It is much 
easier to attend services, to speak before a group, to e 
a visit, to participate in a revival, or even to pray, than it 
is to take a Bible or New Testament in hand and go talk to 
a lost person about being saved. Yet, until far more of\our 
members are doing just that, we shall never see the advance 
in evangelism that is needed to win the multitudes about 
us to Christ. 
The Department of Evangelism of the Home Mission 
Board is again promoting Soul Winning Commitment Day 
on the first Sunday of January. This could well be one of 
the most important days of the new year in our churches. 
A suggested convention-wide goal is 4,000,000 persons com- 
mitting themselves to do personal soul winning in 1961. 
The goal for Mississippi is 204,000. This is only 40% of jour 
membership, so ‘certainly is not unattainable. Think of 
what would happen in Mississippi next year if that many 
persons became active witnesses, really doing personal oul 
winning. If only one out of five were successful in winning 
one person to Christ during the year, the churches wuld 
baptize almost three ‘times as many persons as they idid 
during 1960. { 
Here is the key to advance in evangelism. Every 
church should observe Soul,Winning Commitment Day, 
and then promote personal soul winning throughout /the | 
year.
